a prayer of simple gratitude. 

Soon after the abandonment of the attack 
by the British, Key and his companions were 
able to land and learn the particulars of the 
engagement. When they reached Baltimore, 
still fired by the thrilling experience, he 
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wrote out his poem in its present form and 
showed it to Judge Nicholson, a relative who 
was also one of the defenders of Fort Mc- 
Henry. The latter thought so highly of it 
that he had a broadside printed and circu- 
lated within a few hours. 

Who was the author? How did he hap- 
pen to be aboard the flagship anchored in 
Chesapeake Bay during the bombardment? 
Who was the other American pacing the deck 
with him? 

Francis Scott Key was a young lawyer by 
profession, and a volunteer in Major Peter’s 
Light Artillery. He had set out from his 
home in Georgetown to intercede for the re- 
lease of a friend, Dr. Beanes, who had been 


\ captured by the British at Marlborough be- 


“@ause of activities in connection with the pun- 
ishment of a few marauders—stragglers from 
the British army who were disturbing the 
populace of his community. 

With Key was John Stuart Skinner, Com- 
missioner of Exchange of Prisoners, the Paul 
Revere of 1812, who had ridden ninety miles 
in the night to announce to Washington the 
approach ofthe British forces. 

Citing Dr. Beanes’ generous care of wound- 
ed British officers, Key had been able to 
secure his friend’s release. But in the mean- 
time the enemy sailed up the Patapsco and 
anchored off Fort McHenry, preparing for 
an attack on Baltimore. To prevent the 
Americans from giving information that might 
interfere with the plan, they held them pris- 
oners on the flagship during the bombard- 
ment. ) 

The courageous defense of Fort McHenry 
which so inspired Mr. Key has been vividly 
recalled to our minds of late by an extra- 
ordinary eye-witness account of one of the 
Fort’s defenders Severn Teackle. Faith- 
fully today we tend the Eternal Light in hon- 
or of the Unknown Soldier. 


who now illumines for us some ofthese dark 
hours of struggle, when our Nation had not 
yet attained her present stature—when her 
fate actually may have rested upon the out- 
come of this closely-contested battle. 

In a letter dated September 23, 1814, the 
writer settles, for all time, the circumstances 
surrounding our national anthem and_ the 
scene that gave it birth. His story stirs our

imagination to a new understanding and ap- 
preciation of the intensity of those fervid mo- 
ments when the young lawyer from George- ‘ 
town scratched down the symbols of his high 
emotion on the back of an old letter—words 
that were to ring through the years. 

We quote in part the newly-unearthed de- 
scription of the engagement at Fort Mc- 
Henry: 


“On the Sunday that the British fleet made 
their appearance we were ordered to take 
Our Blankets to the Battery and not to leave 
there untill ordered. In that situation we re- 
mained untill the Thursday morning follow- 
ing, sleeping (if it may be so called—for I 
could not sleep untill excessive fatigue drove 
me to it during the cannonade of the enemy) 
in the Open air and two thirds of the time it 
rained eacessively hard. In that Situation 
wet—hungry & fatigued on Tuesday morn- 
ing about 6 we were greeted with the dis- 
charge of about forty Buombs—

From such a rattleing & whistleing Good 
Lord forever deliver me—they continued the 
Bombardment untill about twelve when two

continued until 5 when they ceased—

About Two 
in the morning they returned and we got a 
glimpse of them and immediately opened the 
lower Battery which must have done consid- 
erable execution. I did not conceive it pos- 
sible that the same number of men & Boats 
could be kept as still as they were that 
night—

Admiral Cochrane com- 
manded in person.—He hoisted (his) broad 
flag on board the Menalaus frigate command- 
ed by his Son—Previous to the attack he 
asked Mr. Key, a Lawyer from Georgetown 
who was on board the flag, whether there 
was any person in the fort Authorised to sur- 
render that and the shipping as he should 
send in a Summons that day at 30ck which 
I believe was started from the Admls ship 
but our batterys being uncommonly annimated 
at that hour she put about and returned— 
The loss in the fort was comparatively smal 
only 7 killed and 23 wounded.

Of the latter our company has 7 severely— 
but none killed dead. I was Blown up once 
whilst in the act of Removing the Powder 
from the Magazine—but received no other 
damage than getting my pantaloons torn 
nearly off me... .” 


“Severn Teackle”’ does not ring familiarly 
in our ears.* Some descendant of his may 


perhaps happen upon this account, and throw 
light upon the circumstances of his life. But 
should his identity remain forever as shroud- 
ed in mystery as that of the unknown youth 
lying in Arlington Cemetery, still he is a 
part of that immortal company—one of the 
many figures in the colorful pageant of Amer- 
ica’s epic past. 


Young “‘Severn’—for so he signs his let- 
ter to his friend Philip Wallis of Easton, 
Maryland—concludes his stirring narrative 
without even the formality of a new para- 


graph: 


“... We have a song composed by Mr. 
Key of G. Town which was presented to 
every individual in the Fort in a Sepa- 
rate sheet—you may have seen it . .. if 
not at some future day I will shew it

Inspiration and balance lie 
in the realization that we of our age are not 
alone in our sacrifices; others of bygone days 
as well have put aside their personal joys 
and sorrows to merge their lives in one great 
effort—have given that “‘last, full measure of 
devotion” to secure the American way of life 
for all who tread on Ameriean soil.

Mr. Best has lived for twenty-five years in 
Hawaii. Pearl Harbor and all its conse- 
quences have not dampened his ardor, and, 
from his letter, he does not seem immediate- 
ly disposed to relinquish his collection to the 
Japs!

PROPOSED HANDBOOK ON 
AUTOGRAPH COLLECTING 


For some years past a thought has been 
slowly developing in the Editor’s mind that 
has recently taken more definite shape. It 
is the need of a good reference book on auto- 
graph collecting—not one of reminiscences 
or accounts of auction sales and fabulous 
prices—but a practical book, a type of hand- 
hook for the use of collectors, whether be- 
ginners or advanced. Nor would it be a 
sales. talk, only a simple attempt to answer 
the thousand and one questions so often sent 
in by puzzled collectors, questions that take 
the dealer much time and effort to answer 
individually but that could and should be as- 
sembled conveniently in a small, ready ref- 
erence volume. 

War conditions this summer rendering a 
trip to foreign lands impossible and the gas 
rationing making an even simpler visit to 
nearby institutions with manuscript collec- 
tions equally difficult, the Editor determined 
to undertake the writing of such a book and 
spend a busman’s holiday in the Catskills. 
For the purpose she had in mind, the invig- 
orating air and quiet ways of Onteora Park 
Hills of the Sky—so loved by Mark Twain 
and Hamlin Garland, who both owned cot- 
tages there, seemed eminently suitable and 
promised a restful and profitable vacation. 
Profitable the holiday was in more ways than 
one but hardly restful.

Along with tennis racket, typewriter, one 
nephew aged two and a half (essence of 
greased lightning, T.N.T., quick silver and 
Superman), one nurse, eight bags, and one 
small, low-slung black dog with big ears and 
fat paws, she ambitiously took the fifty-six 
volumes of the Collector, proposing to ‘read 
them from start to finish. For almost nine- 
teen years she had been engaged in issuing 
the current copies of the magazine but never 
had seemed to find the time to peruse the 
back numbers. Endless details of office rout- 
ine and constant research necessary in the 
field of autographs kept her otherwise on the 
run. It seemed a propitious year, then, to 
make the attempt. 

Somehow or other, all reached destination 
safely although in relays and on three differ- 
ent trains, the only casualty being the bag 
in which the Collectors were packed, which 
promptly burst. The Good Lord, however, 
willed the Collectors to be read in 1943, and 
despite all interruptions and accidents, they 
were. nm ip 

The results were well worth we effort, and 
though far from an easy task, the Editor 
felt amply recompensed for reviewing her 
father’s accounts of great collections han- 
dled, reports of old sales, problems arising 
in the “golden era” of collecting in the nine- 
ties, etc. Time and again points cropped up 
that seemed to merit a greater reading pub- 
lic and wider circulation than~-could be 
reached through the limited columns of the 
Collector, complete files of which are owned 
by only a few of the larger institutions to- 
day. And yet much gain could be had by 
studying these old copies, beginning with the 
first issues of 1887. The problems of yes- 
terday are much the same today. 

Numerous books have been written at var- 
ious times on the subject of autographs, but 
they have generally been devoted to the in- 
dividual’s private collection and to the joy 
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of acquiring rare and often priceless histori- 
cal gems. Mr. Madigan’s volume, “Word 
Shadows of the Great,’ published in 1930, 
interesting and informative as it was, gave 
considerable space to figures and valuations 
and accounts of such rarities. Books of this 
type are of little practical use to the man 
or woman who knows nothing of the field of 
autograph collecting. In fact stories of high 
prices paid may serve to frighten off rather 
than to attract incipient collectors. Since 
values vary constantly, depending on supply 
and demand, good times and bad times, fads, 
etc., and since ninety percent of the old let- 
ters appearing on the market sell for frac- 
tions of the impressive figures mentioned in 
these accounts, such discussions would seem 
best avoided. More to the point perhaps 
would be chapters on how to begin collect- 
ing, what to collect, the whys and wherefors, 
how to care for and arrange collections, the 
handling and proper preservation of manu- 
scripts, the origins of autograph collecting, 
who collects today, where collections come 
from and how they appear on the market, 
pitfalls of collecting, a study of forgeries, 
facsimiles, old ink and paper and how to get 
to know them, and, last but not least, the 
importance from a patriotic and _ historical 
standpoint of preserving these old letters, 
the records of our country’s past, and the 
need to shoyggthe part they play in the writ- 
ing of his 1 and biographical works. To 
top such a book a detailed index, carefully 
prepared, would be of prime importance. 


In reading the old Collectors, the Editor 
took copious notes. The scholarly articles 
contributed by distinguished collectors of 
other years, the timely and practical editor- 
ials written by her father, provided much 
excellent material and facts not generally 
known. Even these, however, were insuff- 
cient in planning the book as she visualized 
it. Only collectors themselves could help 
her. To them she has decided to turn, for 
only they can give direction to the work. 

The Collector goes out regularly to about 
twenty-five hundred readers each month. 
Some seven hundred and fifty are actual buy- 
ers and include both private collectors and 
librarians. The other seventeen hundred 
and fifty are interested in history and litera- 
ture and kindred subjects in general, but they 


might well consider entering the field of au- 
tographs, if it were presented attractive- 
ly to them and some idea were given them 
of how to go about collecting. Many of 
those among the buyers have unquestionably 
at one time or another met problems bear- 
ing on authenticity, handwriting, arrange- 
ment, etc., which they would have liked to 
have had answered. To these people the 
Editor now turns and appeals for questions 
that have troubled them as they felt their 
way along. Their questions, answered in so 
far as it is possible, will serve as guide in 
the writing of the book and will, it is hoped, 
be of definite assistance to those who will 
follow them in the same field of collecting. 

Should there be duplication in the ques- 
tions sent in, it will emphasize all the more 
the thorough need of covering that particular 
point. However simple, however obvious 
they may seem, all questions will be wel- 
comed. It should perhaps be noted in pass- 
ing that problems on autograph collecting 
and not on history are invited. The Editor 
does not pretend to be an historian. 

The book, based on these questions in 
great part, will be written it is planned dur- 
ing the winter months. There is, of course, 
the problem of a publisher and the possible 
hurdle of paper rationing during the war 
years, but that situation will be faced when 
the book is completed. In the meantime in- 
quiries and suggestions will be greatly ap- 
preciated. 


POPULARIZING HISTORY 


In the dim, dark ages when the Editor 
attended High School, she remembers with 
retrospective horror the dry dull periods 
when she grimly sat listening to an unending, 
incomprehensible jargon of dates, political 
campaigns, tariff laws, non-importation acts, 
constitutional amendments and the like, de- 
livered in a monotonous, soporific singsong 
by an uninspired spinster schoolmarm. Such 
a degree of boredom will never again be 
reached, 

In a slightly less remote period of the 
past, the same course in American history 
was again taken in Sophomore year at Barn- 
ard College under a different aegis, that of 
the then Professor Dixon Ryan Fox, now 
President of Union College. As the first 
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course in all its harrowing tiresomeness will 
never be forgotten, so the pleasure derived 
in studying the great characters and events 
in history, in place of cold dates and bare 
facts, interpreted through the stimulating 
personality of Dr. Fox, will always remain 
a happy memory. Had it not been for the 
delights of the second course, it is highly 
doubtful that the Editor would today have 
been engaged in the autograph business. 

In the columns of the Collector history is 
reported as it appears through the old let- 
ters handled. The policy has ever been to 
try to present the subject in a more palat- 
able way, showing, as Professor William D. 
Hoyt, Jr., Assistant Director of the Mary- 
land Historical Society, recently put it, ‘that 
history really is human, a living thing,” and 
by so treating it a greater interest in it can 
be aroused. 

That something has been drastically wrong 
with the methods of teaching history was 
unquestionably proved in the results obtained 
by the now well-advertised New York Times 
Survey. In our opinion the blame must be 
placed squarely on the shoulders of the edu- 
cators themselves. If history courses became 
unpopular, they died of sheer inanimation. 
Any college student will vouch for the fact 
that in an elective system those courses con- 
ducted by teachers who possess originality 
of approach and personality unfailingly at- 
tract the greatest number of students. Word 
of a good course spreads rapidly among un- 
dergraduates. And a poorly given one is 
quickly avoided. Yet younger students in 
grammar and high schools, who have not 
this freedom of choice but for whom the 
study of history is vital if an intelligent ap- 
preciation of the country’s institutions and 
form of government is to be gained, are con- 
stantly being obliged to take courses under 
instructors who have little imagination in 
presenting their subject. 

The headlines of the New York Times 
for September 1 read: “History in Schools 
will go to Legion. Illinois Group instructs 
Delegates to Omaha Convention to Offer a 
Resolution. Plan Calls for Campaign to Re- 
quire Compulsory Teaching of Subject 
Everywhere.” Admirable as is this aim, all 
such efforts will prove worthless unless his- 
tory is both popularized and humanized 


and unless educators awaken to the new 
need. New methods will have to be adopted 
or the enthusiasm engendered by the Times 
Survey will inevitably die out once more. 

Librarians of the great educational insti- 
tutions and historical societies mushrooming 
all over the country have been aware of the 
new trend for a long time. Many of them 
have been carrying on extensive programs 
of lectures and meetings, on which occasions 
excellent and scholarly papers, singularly 
lacking in pedantry, have been read. Par- 
ticularly noteworthy for their progressive at- 
titude have been such organizations as the 
New York Historical Society, the American 
Philosophical Society, the Museum of the 
City of New York, the Maryland Historical 
Society and the Indiana Historical Society, 
not to mention others. The publications and 
bulletins issued by these groups show how 
ably they are attacking the new problem of 
enlivening their institutions and avoiding the 
stigma of “mausoleum” recently applied to 
one of their group. 

In memory of the tortured hours of her 
youth, it has been the effort of the Editor 
always to discuss historical facts and data 
in the Collector in as simple and unpreten- 
tious a manner as possible. Admittedly the 
autograph letters used as source material 
are an invaluable aid to this end. Of late 
she has had reason to believe that her efforts 
in arousing interest have been in some small 
part successful, judging by the steadily 
mounting number of her readers. The Col- 
lector has grown from an issue of 1,000 cop- 
ies to 2,500 or more monthly. Increasing 
demand has necessitated this step. Com- 
ments, both critical and complimentary, have 
been received and have always been appre- 
ciated since they serve to point the way to 
the type of articles enjoyed. Only recently 
the June-July issue was signally honored by 
one of our leading statesmen. 

Congressman J. C. Auchincloss, represen- 
tative from New Jersey, paid us the flatter- 
ing tribute of incorporating in its entirety 
in his Remarks in the Congressional Records 
Appendix for July 19, 1943, our article on 
the writing.of the Star Spangled Banner. 
It is decidedly encouraging to realize that 
interest in history is taken by one in so prom- 
inent a position. Would that more of our 
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statesmen were familiar with the history and 
development of their own country. 

It has always been our contention that 
those citizens who are ignorant of the tradi- 
tions and background of their native land 
cannot be expected to make intelligent voters. 
Experience has always been the best teach- 
er, and individuals, groups and nations can 
learn much by turning back the leaves of 
time. The sooner America’s past becomes 
familiar to American boys and girls, the 
sooner we shall have the promise of better 
government and a more lasting peace. 

It is good to think that in Representative 
Auchincloss we have in the nation’s capital 
an able defender of the study of history. 
By considering our little article worth re- 
printing in the Congressional Record, he 
shows where his sympathies lie. In the fact 
of his using it, our efforts at popularizing 
history seem not to be going unnoticed.
